through the permeable layer, wherein the permeable la yer is constructed at least 
partially by the close-fitting without joint filling of a plurality of paving blocks, 
wherein said paving blocks ha\4 an upper surface, a lower surface and lateral surfaces 
extending between the upper anoMower surfaces and contacting in use at least apart of 
a lateral surface of at lea^^^a^cent paving block, a substantial portion of at least 
two lateral surfaces of the pacing block extending to the upper surface being tapered 
along the entirety of the edgd between the upper surface and the lateral surface, 
wherein at least one of the lateral surfaces has a shallow channel wider than it is deep

1 18. (New) A paving block according to Claim 17, wherein said beveled 

2 edge portion is inclined at an angle between 30° and 40° with respect to said upper 

3 surface. 
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19. (New) A paving block according to Claim 17, wherein a shoulder 
having a surface generally parallel to said upper surface separates said tapered surface 
portion from said beveled edge portion.
